IN THE MESEIMACK IESTEKDAY 


AFTERNOON. 


The Men Wore in a Molt Perlloal Posi- 


tion. 


As the details of the frightful 
burning 


accident at the llerrimack print works 
yesterday afternoon are Jearned a very 
sorrowful and pitiable tale is presented. 


The "atomizer" where the accident 


occurred is located with a number of 
others in a brick building'opposite to and 
attached to the large boiler house of the 
mills. 


These "atomizers" are connected with 


thfi large boilers in some way,'and must 
be. cleaned at regular intervals as the so'pt 
gathers on the sides and tops. 
They are 


entered through a small opening and in- 
sida resemble small rooms. 
Tlie-work of 


cleaning them is quite dangerous inasmuch 
ss it is rather difficult to get out once a 
person gets in, should an accident of any 
kind happen, as was the case yesterday. 


The me:i on this work received double 


pay; that is, ordinarily they received S1.25 
per day but while on this work they were 
pal(i S2.50 per day. 


'Jhe boiler house where the "atom- 


izers" are located Is in charge of Mr. 
James Duffy of Colburn street 
The in- 


jured men Salmon, Montgomery and Max- 
well bad been at work all yesterdaj morn- 
Ing and had just entered the first "au- 
tomizer" in ihe afternoon when the acci- 
dent occurred. 


When the workmen heard their cries 


they ran to the rescue and after bursting 
open the door were compelled to drag the 
men out by the feet so small was the 
opening. The victims were moaning and 
crying wlth'palii. 
Montgomery appeared 


to be the most injured. 
" "• 


"Oh, Mr. Duffy, ain't it too bad for my 


poor wife," he exclaimed. 


The men were suffering terribly and the 


skin pealed off in strips 
from their 


wounds. ' Sweet oil was applied before 
Lhe ' injured men were removed tb the 
hospital but it rtid not allay the awful 
pains to any extent. 


The fire caught from some red soot at 


ihe top of the "atomizer," which fell on 
:he men, setting their clothing on fire.

Dissolve 1-2 to 
1 whole cake compressed yeast (according 
to time bnfore baking) in 1-2 cup luke- 
warm water. Add to .the cooled milk. 
Stir into it about six 'cups of flour'or 
enough to knead. 
Knead till smooth and 


elastic. Cover. 
Let - rise till double in 


bulk in a temperature of about 75 degrees. 
Diviile into four pieces. Shape. Let it 
rise in pans till double in bulk. 
Bake 


about 50 minutes. 


Whole wheat muffins—Mix 1 cup whole 


wheat rneal, 1 cup white flour, 1-4 cup 
sugar, 4 teaspoonful salt and 2 teaspoonf uis 
baking powder by sifting together. Beat 1 
egg, add 1 cup milk .and stir qnlckly in 
other dry mixture. 
Bake in hot 
muffin 


pans about twenty-five minutes. 


Coffee bavarian cream—Soak one-half 


box gelatine in 1-2 cupful clear, strong 
coffee: chill and whip 3 cups of cream; 
keep the whipped cream ou ice, add to the 
cream which does not whip enough milk 
to make 1 pint in all, and put over the 
fire In the double boiler. Beat the yolks 
of 4 eggs, add 1 cupfull iiugar and salt- 
spoonful of salt, pour the hot milk on to 
the eggs and sugar, a little at a time, mix 
well, return to boiler, cook till it thickens, 
add the gelatine, strain and stir till cool, 
pour it over the whipped cream, folding it 
in gently, when stiff enough to drop from 
spoon pour Into moulds wet with cold 
water; serve when thoroughly chilled,with 
sweetened and flavored whipped cream.

Died of Heart Disease Last 


Night. 


A DISTINGUISHED CITIZEN AND 


MASUFACrUHEK 


Who Held High Place in the Repub- 


lican Party. 


EASTOS, Mass., Oct. 22.—Ex- 


Governor Oliver Ames died at his homo 
here at 2:14 this morning of heart disease. 


OUVEH JJIEB. 


Oliver Ames was born in Easton. Feb. 


4, 1S31. He passed the usual public school 
course of his native town, and prepared 
for college in the academies at North At- 
tleboro and Leicester. His college courso 
—a special one—was token at Brown uni- 
versity, Providence. 


He began business life as an employe in 


the shovel works of Oliver Ames & Sons. 
Ho afterward went on the road as travel- 
ing agent for the firm, of "which he soon 
became an active partner. 


While engaged in the never censing 


round of cares that are incident to tha 
carrying on of immense mamifacturinfl 
establishments, Oliver Ames always found 
time in which to serve his follow citizens, 
in public matters, whether state, county, 
mnnicipal or social. 


Ho was 12 years a- member of the Easton 


school board; two years in the state 
senate (1SSO and 1881); four years lieuton- 
ant governor (1SS3 to '1886), and governor 
of the commonwealth three years 1SS7, 
1S38 and 18S9. 


Governor Ames served in the Massachu- 


setts volunteer 'niilitia as second lieu- 
tenant, adjutant, major and lieutenant 
colonel. He vras for many years president 
and director of .various railroad, manu- 
facturing and mining corporations and 
hanking institutions.- He was actively 
connected with a nnmbfir of benevolent 
socicties'and had a membership in many 
social and political club-3. 


Ex-Governor Ames was married in Nan- 


tucket, March 14, I860, to Anna 
Coffin, 


daughter of Obed and Anna "W. Ray. and 
adopted daughter of "William Hadwen o( 
Nantucket. Of this union wore six chil- 
dren: William Hadwen, Evelyn, Anna 
Lee.

How Wood* May Be Colored. 


Among the ingenious methods resorted 


to for thu ornamental coloration of woods 
of different kinds. Tho Xew York Sun 
notes the successful treatment by which a 
bwmtiful yellow brown is imparted to-flr 
and oak and to maple a red brown. ' If 
•',ho wood ia treated with u 1 per cent 
aqueous barium chloride solution, tlie first 
named becomes brown and tho latter a 
dark brown. Agnin, if calcium evilorido 
ho used instead of barium chloride, tho fir 
becomes brown, the oak red brown, and 
the mnplo a dark brown; or, if u 8 per 
cent aqueous solution of magnesium sul- 
phate bo used, the flr and oak become dart 
brown and tho maple a dark violet browu. 
It is further stated that alum nnd alu- 
minium sulphate will produce on-tho fir a 
high rod and on tho oak and maploa blood 
red, while chrome alum imparts to maple 
anil fir a reddish brown nnd to oak a fui^ 
varm brown. A beautiful dark violet 
brown-is also given to fir and maple by 
manganese sulphate.

V?o deulaiih 


against tlio Persian social status about 
2,1200 years HSO. Well, they-had there 
some 40 sntraps, governors of provinces, 
each oue-n-orth about $.2,000,000 of $3,- 
000,000, orvlint thnt sum represents to- 
duy umoiig ourselves, according to best 
historical data on the subject; And vte 
don't Urio\7 'of any other largo number 
of men who liml as rniich or. aiiytliiij'g 
like it, althouuli there was there a well 
to do class, as in any other nation. What 
we do positively know, through tha per- 
soaal kDOwlod{!0 of Groek armies when 
traveling throuyli Persia, is thnt they 
found an abundance of all supplies ev- 
ery wliero, oven iti' country villages, 
away from cities, jnst what we don't 
have today htro, wliero nil wealth is 
piled up in a 1'ow largo commercial cen- 
ters, a'fatal sijju of uutiouo.1 decadence 
and wrong industrial results. 


Wo also complacently dwell on -the 


dreadful conditions of oid Rome about 
2,UOO 3'aurs ayo, when Rome had but 
two rich men, rich according to onr 
modem notions on the subject. And thu 
wealth of I'aoso two uieli was equivalent 
today to about ft] 7,000,000 witli one, 
Ponipeius, and ?;:!0,000,000 the other, 
Croisus. Each of those empires is con- 
sidered as containing about 100,000,000 
population at thy time. 


The grand republic can be.tt all that 


to pieces except in population. SVit.li but 
70,000,000 people we have not less thnn 
100 Entraps each worth from $20,000,- 
000 np to $150,000,000 or over. Back 
of what wo may call our wholesale sa- 
trnps, we have .1 largo army of retail 
satraps, no doubt tiio bagatelle- of 00,- 
000, each worth from- $000,000 up to 
nearly $20,000,000 or so. 


Evou if our condition was not quite 


as bad as thnt, and I think the 'above 
can bo proved not to be iar from tho 
truth, even then it would bo bad enough. 
Suppose we had but 850,000 families1 
worth not over $200,000 average (ex- 
tremes from $100,000 to ?800,000) not 
much after all, even then those 300,000 
families would possess §70,000,000,000, 
or all our wealth today, leaving over 
13,000,000 -families with nothing but 
rags and debts and with 'bodies and 
sotils worn out with hard work. The 
picture is not overdrawn. 
As a mat- 


er of fact, hud leaving all figures 
aside, we don't have today over 2 per 
cent free from anxiety about money 
matters, with over 80 per cent whose 
earnings aro not much above one-third 
of the most indispensable sanitary needs 
for healthy development of body and 
mind in relation to the conditions of life 
today as well as to the duties we need 
to meet or perform. ;

And what are thotendenciesi.. wealth 


concentration on ono side and tho in- 
creased poverty with most -workers on 
the other? If the course-'of our civiliza- 
tion is not changed, in less than 20 
years we shall have n- battalion of 1,000 
men each worth from $100,000,000 to 
over $000,000,000. What that may bring 
at the other end we had bettor refuse to 
contemplate. 


Now let us go for tho moral lessons 


of all that. Can wo expect to stop our 
fatal tendencies by ft xaere silver plaster 
on the top of a. gold plaster, by silver 
money as tho partner of gold money, by 
two calves, a golden and a silver one, or 
can we stop the progress of the disease 
try patching up that dreadful tariff of 
ortrs, which has been our nightmare for 
about 120 years, or can wo evolve a bet- 
ter civilization by simply making men 
pious or temperate as long as we invite 
greed and intemperance by the vilest 
laws of robbery • wo can devise, the in- 
temperance of wealth accumulation no 
gardless of all principles of morality 
and ethics? 
Is not all that trying' to 


trifle with God and his laws?. 


We need a first class double hook 


with which to get out of tho deep ditch 
in which wo have sunk. 
The hook 


should bo something as follows: 


First.—Instea,d of taxing labor and 


thus keeping tho workers in poverty, 
we should tax all forms of monopoly, 
aud thus crush tlie hydra that has de- 
stroyed nil civilization and is destroying 
tho present one. 


Second.—Money, being the represent- 


ative of all value, the symbol of all 
wealth should rest on antimouopolistio 
principles.

And the result of the 
pass age is to leave the audience emotion- 
ally cool, affected with 'some' liveliness of 
merest and pleasure of gratiQed curiosity 
>ut quite untouched by t.hat sense of ter- 
ror and of pity which marks the touch of a 
master tragedian.

but It Is neither justice nor equity. 


According to. their principle if Mr. 


Cheney bad died the second day after hav- 
ing paid for hU license, his estate was to 
lose the amount paid. Would that be fair 
or just? 


If Mr. Cheney had entered into a con- 


tract with the state or an agreement by 
which he was to pay a certain amount, 
would that agreement be annulled by his 
death? 


If tho law Is unjust the commission can 


do what is right by granting the estate the 
right to do business under the reissue of 
thft-license for a nominal fee. 


There are hundreds in the city willing 


to buy the license. If the Cheney e»tate 
cannot do business undeAhe license let It 
hi; sold and the money paid over to them. 
That would probably bo the easiest way 
out of the tangle. 


There are numerous instances on record 


where on the death of a licensee the heirs 
continued to do business and nothing un- 
unusual happened. 


One was in the case of Patrick Cummls- 


key's death, another in the case, of Joseph 
Purceil's demise.

case continued to do business under the 
license of the deceased father.

As the details of the frightful 
burning 


accidental the Merrimack priut 'works 
yesterday afternoon are learnoil » very 
sorrowful and pitiable tale is presented. 


The "atomizer" where the nccidirat 


occurred .is located with' a number of 
others in a brick building opposl.1* to and 
attached to the large boiler hou>» of the 
mills.

These "atomizers" are connected wjth 


the large boilers in some ivfty, and must 
be cleaned'at regular intervals as the sont 
gathers on the sides and tops. They are 
entered through a small opening and in- 
side resemble small rooms. 
The work of 


cleaning them is quite dangerous Inasmuch 
as it is rather difficult to pet out once a 
person gets in, should an accident of any 
kind happen, as was the case yesterday. 


The men on this work received double 


pay; that is, ordinarily they received $1.25 
per day but vvhlle on this work they were 
paid S2.50 per day. 


The boiler housa where the "atom- 


izers" are located Is In charge of Mr. 
James Duffy of Colburn street. 
The in- 


jured men Salmon, Montgomery and Max- 
well had been at work all yesterday morn- 
ing and had just entered the first "au- 
tomlzer" in the afternoon when the acci- 
dent occurred. 


When the workmen heard their cries 


they ran lo the rescue and after bursting 
open tho door were compelled to drag the 
raen out by the feet so' small was. the 
opening. The victims were moaning and 
crying with pain. .Montgomery appeared 
to be the most Injured. 


"Ob, Mr. Duffy, ain't it tbo bad for my 


poor wife," he exclaimed. 


The men worn suffering terribly and the 


skin 
pealed off in strips 
from their 


wounds. 
Sweet oil was applied before 


the injured men were removed to the 
hospital but It did not allay the awful 
pains to any extent. 


The fire caught froin some red soot at 


the top of the "atomizer," which fell on 
the men, setting their clothing on fire.

household economies In this city

probably be cronned with success. Al- 
ready a lively Interest Is taken In the mat- 
ter by the ladles of tho city and cooking 
Classen are being conducted at Mechanics 
hall afternoon and evening. 


It had been arranged to hold them at 


the Y. M. C. A. hall but as that could not 
be had permanently Mechanics hall was 
engaged. 


Th« first lesson was given there yester- 


day, the second last evening and lessons 
will be given afternoon and evening in the 
same hall daily during the remainder of 
this week. 


Mrs. Janet M. Hill gave the first lesson 


yesterday and Mrs. Anna F. Bates had 
charge of the evening class. 


At the morning class about 40 ladies 


were present, at the evening 75. Great 
interest was shown iruall the dishes. The 
receipes handled by Mrs. Janet SI. Hill 
were: 


Two (1 1-2 pounds) Loaves of Bread— 


Scald two cups of milk (or 1 cup milk and 
1 cup water), add 1 tablespoonful sugar 
and one teaspoonful salt. Dissolve 1-2 to 
1 whole cake compressed yeast (according 
to time before baking) in 1-2 cup luke- 
warm water. 
Add to the cooled milk. 


Stir into it about six cups of flour or 
enough to knead. Knead till smooth and 
elastic. 
Cover. 
Let rise till double in 


bulk in a temperature of about 75 degrees. 
Divide into four pieces. 
Shape. Let It 


rise in pans till double'in bulk. Bake 
about 50 minute*. 


Whole wheat muffins—Mix 1 cup whole 


wheat meal, 1 cup white flour, 1-4 cup 
sugar, •} teaspoonful salt and 2 teaspooufuls 
baking powder by sifting together. Beat 1 
egg, add 1 cup milk and stir quickly In 
other dry mixture. 
Bake in hot 
muffin 


pans about twenty-five minutes. 


Coffee bavarian cream—Soak one-half 


box gelatine in 1-2 cupful clear, strong 
coffee: chiil and whip. 3 cups of cream; 
keep the whipped cream ou ice, add to the 
cream which does not whip enough milk 
to make 1 pint in all, and put over the 
fire in the doublo boiler. Beat the yolks 
of 4 eiRgs, add 1 cupfull sugar and salt- 
spoonful of salt, pour the hot milk on to 
the eggs aud sugar, a little at a time, mix 
well, return to boiler, cook till it thickens, 
add the gelatine, strain aud stir till cool, 
pour it over the whipped cream, folding it 
in gently, when stiff unough to drop from 
spoon pour into moulds wet with cold 
water; serve when thoroughly chilled,with 
sweetened and flavored whipped cream. 


Fried oysters—Drain . and dry with a 


cloth, after removing bits of shell. Season 
with salt and pepper. Season dry^bread 
crumlis wlth.salt and pepper. 
Beat one 


egg for a dozen and one-half large oysters. 
Roll the oysters In bread crumbs. 
Lay 


them on a board sprinkled with crumbs. 
Dip in beaten eges and cover with crumbs. 
Let them stand an hour or two In a cool 
place. Plunge In smoking bot fat, cook 
for a minute-and a half, serve on slices of 
fried brown bread,with celery salad or cold

Sultana cocoa—Let lib. Sultana raisins 


stand covered with 1 qt. boiling water 
where they will keep hot bub not boil an 
hour. Pick over and wash first. Slix 1 
cup sugar and 8 teaspoonfuls cocoa to- 
gether.

Sultana water, add a qt. of hot milk and 
serve.

Chicken a la metropole—Melt 2 table-

French rolls—Sift together 3 cups flour, 


1-2 tablespoonful sugar, 1-2 teaspooaful 
salt; scald 1 scant cup of milk, add 2 table- 
spoonfuls shortening. 
When luke warm 


add 1 egg beaten till light and 1 yeast cake 
dissolved In 1-2 cup of luke warm water. 
Acid the flour, toss onto a board, knead 
thoroughly, let rise. When light; cut 
down and let rise again. When it has 
risen the second time shape, let- rise until 
they double their bulk and btko" in a 
quick oven about 30 ruinntes. 


Cream of salmon aoup—Drain the oil 


from 1-2 can of salmon, remove skin and 
bones and chop very fine. 
Scald 1 quart 


of milk with 1 slice of onion; add the fish, 
with 1 teaspoonfull of salt and Isaltspoon- 
ful of pepper. 
Melt 1 tablespoonful of 


butter, add 1 tablespoonful of flour, stir 
into the boiling soup; let cook 2 minutes 
and serve very hot. 


Fritfd apples—Pare tart apples and cut 


into eighths, removing hulls and seeds; 
fry slowly in .butter or lard, drain on 
brown paper and sprinkle with sugar.

little cinnamon may be mixed 'With the 
sugar if desired.

liams Last Night. 


UK TAKKS THE GOVKRNOK SE- 


VERELY TO TASK. 


Corporate Franchise Must BB Paid 


For. 


At JTew Bedford 
last night ;'Hon. 


George Fred Williams delivered an able 
address dealing with the governor's atti- 
tude towards corporations, towards the 
A. P. A. and with the expediency of tax- 
Ing corporate franchises. 
During his re- 


marks he said: 


Governor anil His Platform. 


Let me suggest to His Excellency, who 


stands upon this platform, or ought to if 
he does not, that he has utterly failed in 
what would »eem to bo the proud duty of 
a gubernatorial candidate to give this far 
reaching scheme of republican reform 
even tho! decent compliment.of a bow. 
Surely His Excellency does not intend to 
pass through this campaign without break- 
ing a lance against foreign corporations, 
without planting a few docks in Boston 
bay.'and joinlnc the governors of Texas 
and Arkansas in defending ' our borders 
against the invasion of the • modern glad- 
iators. 
' - 


But I should perhaps say, in fairness to 


His Excellency, that if,he should attack 
me upon any-.orie of these throe proposi- 
tions I should be obliged to seek safety in 
flight, inasmuch as I would do nothing 
to Impede the progress of these three 
glorious reforms, which I heartily indorse. 


In 1SS9 the .republican party took its 


llrst and only step toward tho state super- 
intendence of foreign mortgage corpora- 
tions. 
This omce seemed to take its place 


comfortably among the 
multitudinous 


commissions which were givlnir comforta- 
ble berths to unemployed republican poli- 
ticians, until a 
democratic 
governor 


had the opportunity to appoint a demo- 
crat to the office of commissioner of for- 
eign mortgage corporations. 
That demo- 


cratic official recommended in 1S04 that 
the legislature extend the jurisdiction of 
his'office to foreign corporations other 
than mortgage companies. In 1S95 he re- 
ported again that there was no more rea- 
son for tho supervision of foreign mort- 
gage companies by tho state than for such 
supervision over many other corporations 
organized under the laws of other states. 
The commissioner appeared in each year 
before committees of the legislature advo- 
cating the extension of. the jurisdiction of 
l»ia office to other • foreign corporations. 
His Excellency and the republican legisla- 
ture thus had their attention drawn to the 
subject • of extending stato jurisdiction 
over foreign corporations generally in two 
successive years. 
Such legislation "was 


not only refused, but His Excellency, in 
his inaugural address of ISOi and 1SU3, 
recommended the abolition of this com- 
missioner's office, and in 1895 the republi- 
can legislature abolished the office, and, 
Incidentally, of course, tho democratic 
commissioner and turned over the fun6- 
tlons 
to 
the 
commissioner of cor- 


porations. I wish His Excellency to un- 
derstand that I do not call in question tho 
wisdom of his recommendations, hut it 
plainly appears that he nnd his party, 
with the question fully presented, have 
not seriously considered tho extension of 
supervision to, foreign corporations until 
the exigencies of the present campaign de- 
manded it. My party platform,to be sure, 
does not consider this question, but, so far 
as I have any right to speak for my party, 
I hog to indorse fully the proposition for 
state supervision of foreign corporations. 
I would not, however, have such supervi- 
sion merely nominal, as is the case with 
much of the state supervision of domestic 
corporations, and I have no doubt that my 
party in'the legislature will .insist upon 
much more effective methods of stato su- 
pervision than, a republican legislature will 
be willing to adopt. 


Corpiirate Franchises. 
\ 


Upon the third point in the democratic 


platform there is one remarkable feature 
which ought not to be neglected in -this 
review. 
With all the distinguished 'gen- 


tlemen who have referre'd to the several 
specific measures proposed by the democ- 
racy, not one of them has denied the ex- 
istence of the evils wh^ch we attack, or 
the necessity for a change iu' tho system 
by which public franchises are now be- 
stowed by the legislature. Where do you 
find a denial that public franchises should 
be limited in duration, that,.they should 
be given only with proper 'compensation 
for their use, aud that the municipali- 
ties 
should 
have 
the 
right 
to 


make terms upon which their highways 
should be occupied? I am happy.however, 
to rest'for a "whileTipan a single oasis 
which I have discovered in the silent 
desert . of republican argument. Con- 
gressman McCall did present last Satur- 
day a real argument, and I am glad to re- 
produce it here, so that Mr. McCall's as- 
sociates on tho stump may become ac- 
quainted with such, and know it when 
they see it again. . Referring to our propo- 
sition, Congressman McCall laid: "Many 
people say that corporations which have 
acquired control of the streets should be 
taxed to cover the amount of their profits 
above a certain sum," and then asserts 
"they should be thus taxed, nr else they 
should 
accomplish the same end by 


reduction 
of 
fares. 'It 
would 
be 


better that the tax be remitted to the 
poor man in lower fares." 


In making, this suggestion Congressman 


McCall displays the first glimmer of in- 
telligence upon these great questions 
which has appeared .from a republican 
source. It is a fairly debatable question 
whether the public rights in the income 
of public 
corporations 
should be as- 


serted through .taxation to keep down 
profits or whether 
the same 
results 


should be obtained by reduction of fares 
whenever profits-exceed a reasonable re- 
gard to capital." 


Mr. Williams, after exposing the insin- 


cerity of"McCall and his party, stated that 
the A. P. A. .wants Catholic teachers ex- 
cluded from service in.the public 'schools 
and that the.secret order now dominates 
the republican party.

As the time for the report of the finan- 


cial commission approaches, there Is much 
speculation as to what will be its leading 
features. 
Already it is commonly report- 


ed th»i one great reform to be .recom- 
mended will bn the entire separation of 
the legislative and executive departments. 
This wonld take the expenditure of money 
out of the hands of the men who appro- 
priate It. In order to effect this change 
the legislature would hare to be .appealed 
to. This change would necessitate an-, 
other which would be wholly within tho 
power of the city council to effect,namely, 
the establishment of a purchasing depart- 
ment by which all the supplies of the city 
should be purchased. 
The information 


obtained by the commission strikes hard 
at the overseers of the poor. If tho pur- 
chase of supplies was taken from these 
guardians ot the. poor, it Is alleged, their 
occupation wouid be gone. 
Furthermore, 


the board of health and tho' pauper de- 
partment are so closely allied that tho 
commission will probably recommend that 
both be merged into ono. 
This would 


also require legislative action. 


These are but a few of the reforms and 


charter-changes which will he recommend- 
ed by the commission, and it is estimated 
that the saving that would bo effect- 
ed by such changes would support cue of 
the most important departments.

As tho document htw not reached its destina- 


tion, it Is not eonsidored desirable to give d';- 
titlls of its contents; but it is couched in forci- 
ble terms, and points out that Great Britain 
will not purmit Venezuela to overstep thn 
boundarlp4 marked by the courses of thu 
Hvfirs O.iynni utid Amacnra: l)at is ^-ilUny 
tlnit th-: ct'.iestioii of fche other disputed terri- 
tory Khomd bo submitted to arbitration. 


Officials of the diplomatic corps who 


nre iu a position to spent with full under- 
standing and authority on the Venezuelan 
question, upon a. careful reading of thtf 
above official statement of tho British for- 
eign ofTico, say that it Is a decisive rejec- 
tion of the cluiins indo by Venezuela 
nnd a negative answer to the requests ol 
the United States that the subject be sub- 
mitted to arbitration. 


The essential feature of tho foreign of- 


fice staicment Is pointed out to be that 
Great Britain "will not permit Venezuela 
to overstep tho lino made by the Amaeurn 
nnd (Juyunl rivers," but will submit tu 
arbitration tho other territory in dispute. 
It is stated that as there is no other terri- 
tory in dispute, the British denial of arbi- 
tration is comprehensive and complete. 


Tho line made by tho Amaoura and 


Cuyuni rivers is practically what is known 
as tho Sehomburg line. Included within 
it is oil tho territory on the south bunk 
and at the mouth of the Orinoco river. 
The British already occupy the north 
bank, so that the official assertion of this 
claim to the south bank gives them tho 
entire entrance to tho great waterway of 
South America. Included also within the 
lino of tho two rivers' is a largo part— 
probably one-half—of 
the truuD recently 


granted by Venezuela to a United States 
syndicate. 


Under tho foregoing circumstances, tho 


statement of the foreign office is said to 
sweep aside all basis of compromise or 
arbitration, such as tho United States has 
urged, and to be a final insistence of Brit- 
ish sovereignty over the essential territory 
at issue, covering and commanding thu 
south bank of the Orinoco. 


About tho Schomburc li-DUndary. 


Venezuela entered in 1823 her first pro- 


test against British invasion of her terri- 
tory. 
Negotiations wont on for many 


years, and iu IS-il England son.t Sir BoberO 
Schomburg as commissioner iu Ven- 
ezuelan Guiana. Schomburg, instead of 
carefully studying tho boundary question, 
erected a line of posts aacl other signs of 
possession and frontier, tho demarcation 
of which boundary was perfectly absurd, 
not taking into account topography or 
local tradition and history. 
,, 


Protests were mado immediately by 


Seuor Fortiquc, tho Venezuelan minister, 
and, 
in consequence of his conference 


with Lord Aberdeen, the British govern- 
ment ordered, on .fan. 81, 1842, the de- 
struction of tho frontier marks plaiecl by 
Srihomburg at Barima, in tho Orinoco re- 
gion. This order was executed by the 
governor of British Guiana, and notice of 
the fact was communicated to Venezuela 
by Mr. O'Leary on April 8, 1843. 


Tho recent discovery of gold in the Cu- 


yuni, Yurudrl and other parts of tho con- 
tested territory incited tho British colon- 
ists to push their settlements farther and 
farther inside tho Venezuelan land. They 
pretended to iiave discovered there re- 
muins of old Dutch forts, which would 
have been an evidence that these settle- 
ments hud telouged to Holland, and were, 
consequently, the Rightful property of 
England. 


But- a Venezuelan explorer, 
Connt 


Momballo, went to live for many months 
among tho Ravage Indians of the region, 
and lie failed to discover any ' traces of 
Dutch forts. Tills exploration and Count 
Momlmllo's declarations have narrowed tho 
whole question to one of voracity, which 
could be easily decided by arbitrators, if 
the British foreign office wero not ob- 
stinate in its resolution to refuse any kind 
of arbitration. 


At Urnan, on tho Cuyuni river, there is 


a British police station, where u commis- 
sioned officer with a small force has looked 
after Britisli rights. Across tho river, op- 
posite to Xlnian, tho Venezuelans not 
Jong since built a station on their own 
territory, and gradually increased tho 
force in charge till it. ovcrnumbered tho 
British force at Urnan 10 to 1. 


They then crossed the river Cuyuni to 


tho British post and informed the' officer 
in charge that his security depended upon 
his remaining inactive. If he did any- 
thing, he would be interfered with. 
Finally the Venezuelan officers arrested 
the British agents and created the "inci- 
deut!I for which Great Britain demands 
reparation at the cannon's mouth.

for tholr long reposo In dust and ashes. 
Seven of them aro now quite perfect, 
though It is evident they have.been re- 
stored to somo extent. Tho walls aro dec- 
orated with frescoes similar to those with 
which all visitors to Pompeii arc familiar. 
Xho most remarkable feature, however, Is 
the marblo furniture, if ono niny so call St. 
Hero ono can soo tbo past glories of the 
Pompeians. Hero everything is of marble 
—tables, fountains and statues, all in per- 
fect condition and of tho purest white. 
Perhaps tho most remarkable of tho orna- 
ments aro tho fountains, of which there 
are several. In tho center of tho great 
hall stood two tall, slender marble col- 
umns, closely covered with carving and 
oach surmounted with tho head of some 
deity—tho Ponates, probably, of tho house- 
hold. 


On tho right hand Bide are the retiring 


rooms. 
These, ns is usual-In a Roman 


house, are small and quite iDsianillcant 
in comparison with the main or entrance 
hall, on which so much caio was lavished. 


Tho v?oodwork of these roonfs remains, 


but is all reduced to charcoal by tho red- 
hot fragments of .pmnico stone Which fell 
over tho whole town to a depth of 7 or 8 
feet, destroying tho upper stories of the 
houses, whicn, it is evident, wore mado of 
wood." Thero are features in this building 
that suggest that It had been rebuilt, or at 
least i-estored, shortly before tho eruption. 
Many of the houses of Pompeii wore, in 
all probability, more or less damaged by 
tho great earthquake of A. D. 63, and it Is 
clear that some of them wero ir! process of 
restoration on Aug. 24, A. D. 79, whoa 
tho town was finally overthrown. 


\ 
Venetian Blonds. 


Naturally in Italy ono oipects to fine 


nearly every ono of dark complexion, and. 
it is a surprise to be told by a writer in 
Good Housekeeping that in Venice one 
sees perfect blonds. However, dark hair 
and eyes aro the rule and tho blonds tho ex- 
ception. Among the common people tho 
women all wear shawls. These shawls are 
largo, square and fringed. These aro folded 
to rnako three corners, and when worn tho 
middle corner almost touches tho ground. 
On tho hottest day in summer tho Vene- 
tian woman envelops herself in this shawl. 
These-women either go bareheaded or wear 
a bright handkerchief. On Sundays and 
gala days they wear a black lace scarf, 
which tlioy arrange with a graco that a 
foreigner roroly acquires. But no matter 
how they aro dressed or where they go to 
tho fan is an inseparable companion. It is 
droll enough to see a woman going to mar- 
ket with a basket on her arm and an open 
fan in her hand. But tho fan takes the 
place of a sunshade and she uses it now to 
shield her eyes from cho sun and now to 
protect her head and nock. In her hands 
it is n most useful article. Venice, as ev.- 
ery one knows, produces tho -most beauti- 
ful glnss in tho world, but glass is not its 
only product. Tho most beautiful silks 
and laces aro also mado here. This is also 
a groat market for bronzes nnd.cameos. 


UOTT "Woods 7\r.ny Be Colored. 


Among the ingenious methods resorted 


to for tbo ornamental coloration of woods 
of different kinds. The New Tcork Sun 
notes the successful treatment by which a 
beautiful yellow brown is imparted to flr 
and oak and to maple a red brown. If 
tho wood is treated with a 1 per cent 
aqueous barium chloride solution, the first 
named becomes brown and tho latter a - 
dark brown. Again, if calcium chloride 
bo used instead o.f barium chloride, tho fir 
becomes brown, cho oak rod brown, and 
the ruaple a dork brown; or, if -a 3 per 
cent aqueous solution of magnesium sul- 
phate bo used, tho fir and oak become dark 
brown and tho maple a dark violet brown. 
It is further stated that alum and alu- 
minium sulphate will produce on tho fir a 
high red and on the oak and maple a blood 
red, 
while chromo alum imparts.to mnplo 


and flr a reddish brown and to oak n ha- 
vana brown. A beautiful dark violet 
brown is also given to fkrand maple by 
manganese siilphato. 
: 


"Feeding" Glove Skins. 


After the preliminary processes of dress- 


ing skins for kid gloves they require 
"feeding" to render them softand plump. 
It is a remarkable fact that nothing but 
the yolks of fresh eggs can do this. Mil- 
lions of yolks aro annually used for this 
purpose in the various manufactories pro* 
ducing gloves. Boxes suspended, upon 
pivots and mado to revolve rapidly receive 
tho skins and yolks; by the rapid rotatory 
movement tho skins are thrown from side 
to side, and tho rich orange egg yolks aro ! 
beaten into thorn and absorbed, leaving in I 
tho chumiike receptacles merely aNthiu, 
watery looking fluid. "1'ceding'' is a very 
expensive process, yet it is necessary both 
for tanned skins and for those which ore 
to be dyed.

Oar Abnormal . Economic Structure Com- 


pared "With Tho»e of Ancient Persia Bod 
Borne—Inevitable Result of the 31cmop- 
ollzatlon of TRSt V/eftlth. 


[Special Correspondence.! 


Our economic structure ia the most 


stupendously abnormal in the whole 
range o£ human history. We declaim 
against the Persian social status about 
3,200 years ago. 
Y?ell, they had theru 


somo 40 satraps, governors of provinces, 
each one worth about §3,000,000 or ?3,- 
000,000, or-what that sum represents to- 
day among ourselves, according to best 
historical data on the subject. And \ve 
don'b know of any other large number 
of men who had as much or anything 
like it, although there waR there a well 
to do class, as in any other nation. What 
•we do positively know, through the per- 
sonal knowledge of Greek armies when 
traveling through Persia, is that they 
found an .abundance of all supplies ev- 
erywhere, even in country villages, 
away from cities, just what we don't 
have today here, where' all wealth is 
,piled up in a few large commercial cen- 
ters, a fatal sign of national decadence 
and wrong industrial results. 


Ws also complacently dwell on the 


dreadful conditions of old Rome about 
2,000 years ngo, when Rome had but 
two rich men, rich according to our 
modern notions on the subject. And the 
wealth of these two men was equivalent 
today to about $17,000,000 with one, 
Pompeius, and 585,000,000 tho other, 
Croesus. Each of those empires is con- 
sidered as containing about 100,000,000 
population at the time. 


The grand republic can beat all that 


to pieces except in population. With but 
70,000,000 people we have not less than 
100 satraps each worth from §20,000,- 
000 up to $150,000,000 or over. Back 
of what wo may call our wholesale sa- 
traps, wo have a largo army of retail 
Eatrups, no doubt tho bagatelle of 50,- 
000, 
each worth from 3500,000 up to 


nearly $20,000,000 or so. 


Even if our condition was not quite 


as bud'- as that, and I think the above 
can be proved not to bo far from the 
truth, even then it would be bad enough. 
Suppose we had but 850,000 families 
worth not over §200,000 average (ex- 
tremes from $100,000 to $800,000) not 
much after all, even then those 850,000 
families would possess $70,000,000,000, 
or all o'ar wealth today, leaving over 
13,600,000 families with nothing but 
rags and debts and with bodies • and 
aonln worn out with hard work. The 
picture -i« not overdrawn. As a mat- 
er of fact, and leaving all figures 
asido, we don't have today over 3 per 
cent free from ansiety about money 
matters, with over 80 per cent whoso 
earnings are not much above one-third 
of tie most indispensable sanitary needs 
for healthy development of body and 
mind iryrelation to the conditions of life 
today as well as to.the duties we need 
to meet or perform. 


And what are the tendencies L_ wealth 


concentration on one side and the in- 
creased poverty with most workers on 
the other? If the course of our civiliza- 
tion is not changed, in less than 20 
years we shall have a battalion of 1,000 
men each worth ^om $100,000,000 fo 
over $500,000,000. What that may bring 
at the other end we had better refuse to 
contemplate. 


Now let ua go for the moral lessons 


of all that. Can we expect to .stop our 
fatal tendencies by a mere silver plaster 
on tho top of a gold plaster, by silver 
money as the partner of gold money, by 
two calves, a golden and a silver one, or 
can we stop the progress of the disease 
by patching up that dreadful tariff of 
ours, which has been our nightmare for 
about 120 years, or can we evolve a bet: 
ter civilization by simply making men 
pious or temperate as long as we invite 
greed and intemperance by the vilest 
laws of robbery we can devise, the in- 
temperance of wealth accumulation re- 
gardless of all principles of morality 
and ethics? Is not all that trying to 
-trifio with God and his laws? 


We need a first class double hook 


with which to get out of tho deep ditch 
in which we .have sunk. 
The hook 


should be something as follows: 


First.—Instead of taxing labor and 


thus keeping the workers in poverty, 
we should tax all forms of monopoly, 
and thus crush the hydra that has de- 
stroyed all civilization and is destroying 
the present one. 


Second.—Money, beingthe represent- 


ative of all. value, the symbol of all 
wealth should rest on antimonopolistio 
principles. It should be neither gold nor 
silver nor bank notes. It should be ir- 
riJdeemablo government notes, the only 
legal tender for all debts public and pri- 
vate, and its supply should be fixed by 
tho people, not by any set of bankets 
and lawyers in congress. 


The two above fundamental elements 


imply a social compact based on the 
law of equal justice to all. That in- 
volves tha elimination of all legislative 
favoritisms. 
Therefore whatever men 


can only do through, this or that legis- 
lative privilege, great or small, should 
be done by the nation or respective mu- 
nicipalities. - 


Under no other process . can govern- 


ment mean anything but 
legalized 


banditism. . 


As for our modern wage system, it 


stands self.condemned, as much so as 
the old servitude or chattel slavery. The 
law of equal rights, which is but 
Christ's.law of brotherly^ love, would 
BOOU give us a social fabric with wealth 
end-manhood for alL Why? Simply.be- 
causo it would pay to be honest and it 
.would not pay to be dishonest. It has 
always been the reverse under taxation 
and monetary systems, themselves rest- 
ing en principles of monopoly, and' sc 
on dishonest principles; .

reference, in his memoirs, to the Republi- 


I cau national convention of 1880, which 


nominated Jarnes A. Garfleld for the 
presidency—tho reference which hits been 
tho subject of considerable newspaper dis- 
cussion within tho past few days: 


During the month of April, delegates 


were selected from tho different congres- 
sional districts of tho state of Ohio to at- 
tend the stuto convention, to meet on tho 
28th of that month. Prior to tho con- 
vention, the question of the nomination 
was the subject of discussion in every dis- 
trict. Tho sentiment in my favor was 


i clearly expressed in nearly every county 
| or district ot the state. On April 8, I 


wrote the following letter to a friend: 


McKinley U Htill in Ohio, and I prenurae will, 


bf thore for nomo days. 1 havu tod^y writ ten to 
hlin at Canton, covering the points you name, 
You had better writo to him yourself, giving 
the list of appointments desired. 
There is a 


strong fcullng that G-arileld, in order to Hftvo 
his district, Khnuld go to the Ohicago conven- 
tion aa a dulegate. Ho is placed in a vnry 


', awkward position now. 1C this district should 
j be tifainat ray nomination, it would be at- 
j tributod to either want of innucncu on hi^l 
j part, or, what is worse, a want of sincerity in 


my support. In view of the pa«t, thta wou^l 
be a very unfortunate thing for him. This ia 
a dolicate matter for mo to tako any part in, 
and I leavo it entirely to your good judgment 
and kind friendship. 


While in Ohio I had a consultation at 


Columbus with Governor Foster, ex-Gov- 
ernor Donnison and a. number of other 
personal friends, £.11 of whom expressed 
great confidence that by the time the state 
convention met, tho friendl3' feeling in 
favor of Blalne in some of the districts of 
Ohio would b9 waived in deference to tho 
apparent wishes of the great majority. 
In that event, in case my nomination 
should prove Impracticable, tho whole del- 
egation could be very easily changed to 
Mr. Blaine. 


Garfleld'j Attitude. 


Prior to the Btato convention, I had an 


interview with General G.'irfleld, and he 
expressed his earnest desira to secure my 
nomination and his wish to bo a delcgate- 
at-large, so that ho might aid mo effec- 
tively. Ho had been chosou United States 
senator to fill tho place of Thurman, 
whose term expired March 4, 1SS1. Iliad 
not a doubt of the support of Governor 
Foster. I was permitted practically to 
name tho four delegates-at-largo, and had 
Implicit confidence that these delegates 
would take the leful in my behalf. 


The state Republican convention of 


Ohio, which met on April 23, proceeded au 
once to tho business before them. Tho 
persons named by the convention as dole- 
^gatos-at-large to tho national convention, 
TO assemble In Chicago, Juno 2, were Will- 
iam Denuison, James A. Garfleld, Charles 
Foster and Warner M. Bateman, who 
were instructed for me. 


Tho trend of public sentiment indicated 


that Grunt and Blaiue would each have a 
very strong following in the national con- 
vention, but that the contest between 
them might lead to my nomination. After 
the state convention, it was generally as- 
sumed that I would receive the united vo:e 
of the delegation, .In conformity with tho 
expression of opinion by the convention. 
During this period a few leading men, 
whose names I do not care to mention, 
mado a combination of those unfriendly to 
me, and agreed to disregard the preference 
declared by tho state convention. 


During tho month of May the feeling in 


my favor increased. 'At this time I was in 
constant communication with General 
Garfleld, as we were both in Washington. 
On May 10 he wrote me: 


I think U will be a mistake for ua to assume 


n division In the Ohio delegation. "We should 
most and act as though we wore of one mind 
until those delegates who are hostile to you 
refuse to act with us, and if we fail to win 
them over, the separation will be their act, 
not ours. 
Whore Blalno Lost. 


Tho national convention met at Chicago 


June 2, 1830. 16 was called to order by 
Senator Cameron, and a temporary organ- 
ization, with Senator Hoar as president, 
was soon perfected. Four days were oc- 
cupied in perfecting tho permanent organ- 
ization and the nomination of candidates 
for president. 
During this time a minority 


of nine of tho delegation from Ohio an- 
nounced their decision to vote for Blaiue, 
This was a fatal move for Blaine, and un- 
doubtedly led to his defeat. 


Xearly four-fifths of tho delegation were 


in favor of-my nomination, in pursuance 
of the expressed wishes of the Ohio state 
convention, but they were all friendly to 
Blaine, and whenever it should have be- 
come apparent that my nomination was 
Impracticable, the whole delegation could 
easily have been carried for him without a 
division, and thus have secured the nomi- 
nation. The action of these nine dele- 
gates, who refused to carry out the wishes 
of the state convention, prevented the pos- 
sibility of tho vote of Ohio being cast for 
Mr. Blaine. 


Long before the convention I had de- 


clared in 
n published interview that 


"Blaino Is a splendid man, able and emi- 
nently fit for president. If 'nominated, ho 
will flnd no one giving Mm a heartier 
support than myself." 


We were connected by early ties of asso- 


ciation and kinship, and had been and 
wore then warm friends. 
Blaine, when 


confident of the nomination, said: 


To no living man does the American people 


owe a deeper debt oE gratitude than to John 
Sherman forgiving them resumption with all 
its blessings. As secretary of the treasury he 
has been the success of the age." He is as em- 
inently fit for president as any man in Amer- 
ica, and should he oe nominated all I am cap- 
able of doingwill be done to aid In Ms election. 
Should it be my fortune to becomo president, 
or should it fall to the lot of any Republican, 
no ono elected could afford to do lesd than in- 
vite Secretary Sherman to remain where he is. 


Tho folly of a few men made co-opera- 


tlou impracticable. I received opposition 
in Ohio from his pretended friends, and 
he, therefore, lost the. Ohio delegation, 
which, but for this defection, would have 
made his nomination sure had I failed to 
receive it. 
' . 


Mr. Sherman publishes in his ibook cor- 


respondence with ex-Governor Charles 
Fester, Garfield and other Ohio men. 
This correspondence, he seems to think, 
indicates that Garfleld was not exactly 
fair and honorable in thing* political At 
the time of Uw Chicago convention.

Henry Irvlng's Shylock scarcely justi- 


fies any extended comment after so many 
years of comment, says Henry A. Clapp in 
the Boston Advertiser. With very slight 
changes in the "business" of the part in a 
few scenes, it is precisely -the same Shy- 
lock R6 that of his former seasons,—emi- 
nently artistic In its elaborate make-up, 
sparkling with sudden scintillations, tel- 
ling in the dignity and deep, sobriety of its 
first half of the trial scene, shrewd in 
many of its lighter moments. 
Tet he 


must have a strange conception of the pos- 
sibilities of the part who finds Mr. Irving's 
assumption deeply impressive. 


From greatness the effort ia loparated 


by the width of a "whole heaven." Xbr 
is it often even strong, except ivith that 
strength of theatricalism, which ceases to 
stir the heart aftBr the age of unsophisti- 
catlon is passed. . Arresting and holding 
attention by salient eccentricities not by 
the steady glow and power of life, it is 
most melodramatic, unreal and uncon- 
vincing at those moments when its dram- 
atic genuineness should be beyond ques- 
tion and out of consideration, and at the 
instant of highest tension—in the recrim- 
inating and vindictive rage of the first 
scene of the third act—Mr. Irving's ' Jew 
displays hysteria not passion, a violent af- 
fection of disordered nerves, not tho awful 
force of giant will. And the result of the 
pass age is to leave the audience emotion- 
ally cool, affected -with some liveliness of 
interest and pleasure of gratified curiosity 
but quite untouched by, that senss of ter- 
ror and of pity which marks the touch of a 
master tragedian.

CHICAGO, Oct.. 22.—Tho following is a 


portion of the test of Senator Sherman's 
reference, in his memoirs, to the Republi- 
can national convention of 18SO, 'which 
nominated 
James A. Garfleld for tho 


presidency—the reference which has been 
tho subject of considerable newspaper dis- 
cussion within tho pa.it few days: 


During tho month of April, delegates 


were selected from the different congres- 
sional districts of tho stato of Ohio to ut- 
lomi the state convention, to meet on tho 
28th of that month. Prior to tho con- 
vention, the question of tho nomination 
was the subject of discussion in every dis- 
Irlct. Tho sentiment in my favor was 
clearly expressed in nearly every county 
or district of the state. On April S, I 
•wrote the following letter to a friend: 


McKinley is fltill in Ohio, and I pretmme will, 
te t bore for some days, I have today written la 
him at Cnntoa, covering the points you. name. 
You had better -write to him yourself, siviiig 
the li-st of appointments desired. 
There is u 


Btrontf feoltng that Glirfleld, in order to navo 
his district, whould go to I/he Chicago conven- 
tion ad a deleeato. He is placed in a very 
awkward position now. If this dis'ricfc yhoulcl 
be H^ulnst my nomination, It would foo at- 
tributed to either want of influence on hiH 
part, or, what is worse, u want of sincerity in 
TOT support. In view of the past, this wou^'l 
be n very unfortunate thing for him. This is 
a dolicato matter for mo to talce any part in, 
and I leavo it entirely to your good judgmeuG 
and kind friendship. 


While in Ohio I had a consultation au 


Columbus with Governor Foster, ex-Gov- 
ernor Deunison and a number of other 
personal friends, all of whom expressed 
great confidence that by the time the stato 
convention met, tho friendly feeling in 
favor of Blaine in some of the districts of 
Ohio would bo waived in deference to tho 
apparent wishes of the great majority. 
In that event, in case my nomination 
should prove impracticable, tho whole del- 
egation could bo very easily changed to 
Mr. Blaine. 


Garfleld'6 Attitude. 


Prior to the stato convention, I had an 


Interview with General Gavlleld, and ho 
expressed his earnest desire to secure my 
nomination and his wish to be a delcgate- 
at-large, so that he might aid me effec- 
tively. Ho had been choson United States 
senator to fill tho place of Thurman, 
whoso term expired March 4, 1381. I hud 
not a doubt of the support of Governor 
Foster. I was permitted practically to 
name the four delegatcs-at-large, and had 
Implicit confidence that these delegates 
would take the lead In my behalf. 


Tho state Republican convention of 


Ohio, which met on April 28, proceeded ac 
oneo to tho business before them. Tho 
persons named by the convention as dole- 
gates-at-largo to tho national convention, 
to assemble In Chicago, June 2, were Will- 
iam Dennison, James A. Garfield, Charles 
Foster and Warner M. Bateman, who 
were instructed for me. 


Tho trend of public sentiment indicated 


that Grant and Blaiuc would each have a 
very strong following in tho national con- 
vention, but that the contest between 
them might lead to my nomination. After 
the state convention, it was generally as- 
sumed that I would receive the united vote 
of the delegation, -in conformity with tho 
expression of opinion by the convention. 
During this period a few leading men, 
whose names I do not care to mention, 
made a combination of those unfriendly to 
me, aud agreed to disregard the preferenco 
declared by the state convention. 


During tho month of May the feeling in 


iny favor increased. At this time I was in 
constant communication with General 
Garfield, as we wero both in Washington. 
On May 10 he wrote me: 


I think it will "be a mistake for us to assume 


a division in the Ohio deiexation. We should 
meet and act as though wo were of one mind 
until those delegates who are hostile to you 
refuse to act with us, and if we full to win 
them over, the separation will be their act, 
not ourd. 


Whore Blaine Lost. 


The national convention met at Chicago 


Juno 8, 1SSO. It was called to order by 
Senator Cameron, and a tempovary organ- 
ization, with Senator Hoar as president, 
was soon perfected. Four days were oc- 
cupied in perfecting tho permanent organ- 
ization and the nomination of candidates 
for president. During this time a minority 
of nine of the delegation from Ohio an- 
nounced their decision to vote for Blaiue. 
This was a fatal move for Blaine, and un- 
doubtedly led to his defeat. 


Nearly four-Q.ft.hs of tho delegation were 


In favor of .my nomination, in pursuance 
of the expressed wishes of the Ohio stato 
convention, hut they were all friendly to 
Blaine, and whenever it should have be- 
come apparent that my nomination was 
impracticable, the whole delegation could 
easily have been carried for him without a 
division, and thus have secured the nomi- 
nation.

Abyssinia had been killed by a stroke ol 
lightning is officially confirmed. 


The announcement of King Menelek's 


Budden taking off by lightning will be 
obeorinir news to Italy. 
When he suc- 


ceeded Kins John in 18S9, he virtually ac- 
cepted an Italian protecorate over Abys- 
sinia and Shoa, his native country, where 
he was born a beggar's son. When King 
John died, he named his nephew, E-a-s 
Mangasci^, as his successor; but ilenelek 
brushed aside his pretensions as unworthy 
of notice, aud was coronated in December, 
1SS9. 


KINO UETfELCK. IL 


Before his accession to the Abyssinian 


throne, Menelek was famous as the power- 
ful King of Shoa, a large country adjoin- 
ing Abyssinia on the south. Within tho 
three years preceding 1SS9, Menelek had 
conquered all the small Galla statos 
around him, and made it possible for 
European travelers to reach his country 
in safety from the coast.

While formerly peaceably 
inclined towards Italy, it is more than 
probable that Menelek has been behind 
tho revolts of Bas Mang-ascia, that prec- 
ious scion of the house graced centuries ago 
by the Queen of Sheba.
